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DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 


AJOR GENERAL NorMaNn T. Kirk, The Surgeon General of 

the Army, has been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal 

by General Brehon Somervell, Commanding General-of the Army 

Service Forces, in recognition of his “outstanding leadership . . . in 

directing the largest Medical Department in the history of the 

United States Army.” In part, the accompanying citation stated, 

“By careful planning, efficient administration, and dynamic ex- 

ample he (General Kirk) made possible extraordinary care for sick 

and wounded American soldiers . . . care which has never been 
equalled in any war.” 


Major General George F. Lull, an Honorary Consultant to the 
Army Medical Library and a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Association, for exceptionally meritorious service in the Office 
of The Surgeon General from June 1940 to August 1945, has also 
been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. General Lull’s cita- 
tion reads in part, “In the capacity of Chief of Personnel Service, 
and as Deputy Surgeon General he was largely responsible for the 
development of policies and studies which resulted in outstanding 
achievement in the Army’s Medical Program.” 


LEGION OF MERIT 


On Tuesday, November 13th, Mr. Francis R. St. John was 
awarded the Legion of Merit for his outstanding work in the reor- 
ganization of the Army Medical Library. The Legion of Merit is 
awarded to members of the armed forces for “extraordinary and 
essential service” in a position of responsibility. Formerly a Captain 
in the United States Army, Mr. St. John was Acting The Librarian, 
Army Medical Library. 
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HONORARY CONSULTANTS 


Captain George W. Calver, M.C., U.S.N., attending physician 
to the Congress of the United States, has been promoted to Rear 
Admiral. In February 1943, Admiral Calver initiated an Abstract 
Service for the Navy’s Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, to provide 
research assistance on tropical and other diseases of the war fronts. 
He is represented in this work at the Army Medical Library by 
Lieutenant Eleanor Fair. 


In a recent letter to Colonel Jones, former Director of the 
Army Medical Library, Admiral Calver expressed his appreciation 
for “the very excellent library service and the helpful and coopera- 
tive assistance given by the staff members” in carrying out his work. 


Colonel Harold Wellington Jones has just been appointed to an 
Honorary Fellowship in the Cleveland Medical Library Association. 
As Secretary-Treasurer of the Association of Honorary Consultants, 
Colonel Jones will have his business office in the Library building. 


COLONEL PHALEN’S LATEST BOOK 


Colonel James M. Phalen, Editor of the Mitirary SURGEON 
since 1940 and former Librarian of the Army Medical Library, 1927- 
1930 (now an Honorary Consultant) expects his latest book to be 
published by Christmas. A description of a trip through Ireland in 
1939 entitled, I Follow Mr. Thackeray (George Banta Publishing 
Co.), it draws a comparison between impressions in Thackeray’s 
Irish Sketch Book and those of the traveler of today. 


A chapter on the Saukenuk Indians from Colonel Phalen’s 
Sinissippi has been reprinted in J. T. Flanagan’s collection, America 
is West; an Anthology of Middlewestern Life and Literature. Sinis- 
sippi, a book about Wisconsin, is a geological history of the land 
itself, and the changes in population and character of the Indian 
inhabitants. It has many beautiful passages of prose description and 
anecdotes of Indian lore which make it a valuable source book for 
one interested in this phase of our country’s history.

Thanks are due to Dr. Morris Fishbein and the American Medi- 
cal Association for sending the Army Medical Library their entire 
serial receipts for the year 1932. These include some 5,260 lbs. of 
periodicals (25,000 or more issues). Those who have read the Sur- 
vey of the Army Medical Library made under the auspices of the 
American Library Association, will be familiar with the collection’s 
deficiencies for the period of the depression years. There is a prom- 
ise that as serials of future years are withdrawn from the Associa- 
tion’s medical library, they will be sent to the Army Medical Library 
to help with the rehabilitation of its collection. 


LIBRARY OF MAX MEYERHOF 


The Army Medical Library has received intelligence on the dis- 
position of the personal library of the late Dr. Max Meyerhof of 
Cairo. Collections totalling 10,000 volumes on ophthalmology and 
ancient Egyptian medicine were given to the libraries of Fouad I 
University, Cairo, and Farouk I University, Alexandria. The Army 
Medical Library has secured from another source an almost complete 
collection of Dr. Meyerhof’s works. This collection includes manu- 
script materials, some of which are unpublished, by Dr. Meyerhof, 
and also a number of writings about Dr. Meyerhof and his work. 
A recent photograph of Dr. Meyerhof has been received as a gift of 
Dr. Viets to the Portrait Collection.
